Fall Workshop Extravaganza! 


A n amazing lineup of eleven 
Fall Workshops promises one 
of the best LAA workshop seasons 
ever. Opportunities to study with 
artists of national renown are 
coupled with the excellence of our 
regular instmctors. 

Sept. 10-14 Robert Lemler, of 
Phoenix, presents Painting the 
Figurative Subject Principle 
and Practice. He will focus on 
“warm” and “cool” light sources 
for nudes, clothed models and 
portraits. He is currently teaching 
at Scottsdale Art School and paints 
figures, still life and landscapes in 
oil and pastels. 

Lemler is a Signature Member of 
Oil Painters of America, with Gold 
Medals at the National Exhibitions 
of Oil Painters of America, the 
Pastel Society of America, and 
1996 Grumbacher Hall of Fame 
Award. 

Oct. 1-5 brings Hungarian-born 
Gabor Svagrik, also a painter 
of the American West where big 
open spaces and high mountains 
are inspirational. He studied 
at the American Academy of 
Art, with nationally recognized 
watercolorist Irving Shapiro. His 
Plein Air Painting will teach 
students to paint small pieces 
outdoors with limited color 
palettes and use their photo 
references in the studio to create 


fresh looking works. 

William P. Duffy returns Oct. 
19-21, with Landscape Painting 

in Oil He will focus on secrets to 
his unique approach to plein air 
work. Duffy is a well-recognized 
New England Plein Air Painter, Oil 
Painters of America member and a 
Fellow of the Amer. Soc. of Marine 
Artists. He seeks to transmit “deep- 
seated spiritual sentiments” by using 
light, atmosphere, color and texture 
to forge a sense of recognizable 
place, (www.williampduffy.com) 

Nov. 5-9 brings a very rare treat 
indeed - Ned Jacob, foremost 
draftsman in America today. Jacob 
is a longtime student of Native 
American tribes and equine subjects. 
A prior member of the National 
Academy of Western Art, Jacob also 
studied Russian Realist School in 
the Soviet Union and has traveled

In Memory of 

Charles Sovek 

T he art world mourns the 
passing of Charles Sovek, 70, 
internationally known artist, author 
and teacher. Author of several 
popular art books, enthusiastic 
leader of workshops and 
contributing editor to The Artist’s 
Magazine, Mr. Sovek divided 
his time between his Connecticut 
studio and locations in Truro and 
Provincetown on Cape Cod. In his 
lifetime, he painted, exhibited and 
taught in the U.S., Mexico, Canada 
and Europe. He was an emeritus 
member of Plein Air Painters of 
America. His work is being shown 
in the Addison Gallery, Orleans, 
MA, the South Street Gallery, 
Hingham, MA and Anne Irwin Fine 
Art, Atlanta, GA. 

Mr. Sovek always taught to 
sold-out workshops, including two 
at the LAA. He was scheduled to 
do a third sold-out workshop at 
the LAA this summer exploring 
color, light and composition, but 
was forced to cancel due to ill 
health. He was known for giving 
individual attention to each student 
and enthusiastically welcomed all 
levels. 

Mr. Sovek is survived by his 
wife and family, including son, 
daughter and grandchildren. In 
lieu of flowers, contributions may 
be made to any National Public 
Radio station or to the organization 
Doctors without Borders. A 
memorial service was held at the 
Rowayton Arts Center in Rowayton, 
CT on June 23, 2007; a second 
memorial service is planned for 
Sept. 8, 2007 at the Provincetown 
Art Association and Museum, 
Provincetown, MA..

Bernard McTigue, Waterford, an 
LAA associate artist member, was the 
lucky winner chosen by raffle. 

In recent years, dairy farming 
in Connecticut has become an 
increasingly difficult way to make 
a living. The low wholesale price 
of milk and rising costs of energy 
and supplies caused Jack Tiffany 
to express his concern about being 
able to maintain and operate Tiffany 
Farms beyond 2007. 

This was a call to arms for event 
organizers Wendolyn Hill, Tina 
West, Angie Falstrom and Roger 
Clements, who recognized the 
important link between the beloved 
scenes of Tiffany Farms and the 
artists who have enjoyed painting 
them for so many years. Now Tiffany 
Farms will still be in operation in 
2008. The event demonstrated 
community commitment to our 
farmers, while spawning good 
feelings in Lyme and the arts 
communities as a whole. 

This collective effort ensures 
that Tiffany Farms will be able to 
purchase much needed replacement 
equipment. The Tiffany family has 
expressed their deepest gratitude to 
everyone that contributed their time, 
talent and funds to help the farm 
during this difficult economic period.

Cityscapes and Digital Imaging Bring 

F or the first time the Lyme Art Association juried and hung an 

exhibition based on digital images submitted by the artists, rather than 
juiying from actual artwork. The result? Cityscapes, a rare foray into 
urban landscapes, was considered a successful exhibition by the artists 
who participated and by those who viewed it. 

Most artists responded favorably to the concept of digital jurying. They 
noted how nice it was to avoid the lengthy drive to Old Lyme, especially 
in the ridiculous amount of beach and vacation traffic on summer 
weekends. High gasoline prices factored into their positive stance, as 
well as not having to trek back at a later date to pick up declined pieces. 

For any artist who found the idea of digital imaging a bit daunting, the 
LAA offered to photograph work at the gallery. The offer included two 
disks, one for the show committee and a separate one for the artist. 

The jurors remarked that most of the images they received were of 
good and reliable quality. They admitted that they struggled with the 
concept of digital jurying because it was so new to them. They gathered 
at the LAA to see a slide show of all entries compiled by show co-chair, 
Paula Billups, and projected via computer. 

The quality of some of the images (submitted in jpg. format) 
resulted in inaccuracies in color and/ or clarity of some artwork; but 
“photoshopping,” that is, altering of the images to misrepresent the actual 
paintings, did not occur, to everyone’s relief. 

Cityscapes was also unique in that it promoted urban landscapes, 
a subject that lends itself remarkably well to both representational and 
impressionist artwork, but is often overlooked by artists of the LAA. Many 
viewers were pleased to see something different in the gallery. 

Show co-chairs, Paula Billups and Lorre Broom, included a 
promotion for the Urban Plein Air Society of CT (www.urbanpleinair.org), 
in hopes that more artists might be encouraged to explore our cities and 
towns with their easels, paintboxes and pastels. 

Cityscapes was also the first exhibit hung in the Goodman Gallery 
since its changeover from a deep federal blue on the walls to repaired, 
lighter, slightly warmer gray-blue walls of “Gibraltar Blue.” 

Alva Greenberg, owner of the ALVA Gallery in New London, judged 
Cityscapes from the live works. She actively participates in New London 
affairs and was very pleased to judge a show which “illustrates the many 
considerations... that contribute to our sense of urban place,” she says. 

Best in Show was Red Crane, Brooklyn Waterfront, a large oil 
by Jerry Weiss. Christine Ivers’ pastel, Budapest Rain, took second 
place and Hollis Dunlap’s large oil, View of New London, Across the 
Thames River, was third place. Honorable Mentions were awarded to 
Karen Cashman’s oil, Stonington, Maine, Tina Waring’s mixed media, 
Paris Rooftops, and Ruth Newquist’s oil. Checking the Board. 

Digital jurying is not without its troubling issues. Mastering the digital 
camera for fine quality close-up shots of artwork involves considerable 
skill and camera knowledge. One must be computer savvy to upload the 
images from the camera to the computer, store them and e-mail them to 
the proper electronic e-mail address, as designated by the LAA. 

For many of our artists without digital camera skills in the studio,

or without computers, this can be a huge challenge. The LAA plans to 
work industriously with these artists so they do not feel shut out. 

A fall workshop, '"But I’m an Artist, I Hate All This Computer Stuff! , will 
teach the digital camera skills necessary for creating images of artw^ork in 
the home studio. Many computer terms, such as “jpg.” and “bitmap,” will 
be discussed. 

There is always the possibility that an artist with knowledge of how to 
crop, recolor or otherwise “doctor” photos could send inaccurate images 
for jurying. (Doctoring photographs is known as “photoshopping,” after a ; 
popular photograph program called “Adobe Photoshop”). 

However, an artist would do so at serious risk of injury to reputation 
because ultimately the original work is hung on the wall and can be 
identifted as different from its electronic image. 

Already, digital imaging is allowing artists to reach across the globe to 
submit their work for consideration. It is also allowing art to be marketed > 
via the internet, through individual artists’ websites and via art collector’s 
magazines that have become virtual catalogues of collections within 
commercial galleries. 

It is possible now to purchase a piece of artwork without traveling 
to view it, For this reason, accuracy of imaging becomes a matter of 
public trust and an economic necessity for all concerned. As this mode of 
introducing work to a broad public grows in importance, art associations, 
judges, jurors, and the buying public will grow more accustomed to, and 
accepting of, the process. 

“This was deftnitely the right show to try digital submissions and 
jurying on,” said LAA Interim Director, Anna Grenier. “By its nature it was 
a small show, which made it easier to try something new. We may try this 
again with other smaller shows.” 

She noted that APEC, the LAA’s Artistic Policies and Exhibition 
Committee, is reviewing the results and will make a final decision on 
whether to promote this type of jurying at the LAA in the future.

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First Impressions Start at The Front Door 


T he gardens and landscape 
of the LAA are the first 
impression for the buyer of every 
artist’s work that hangs in our 
gallery. 

The buyer that we would like 
to see walk through our doors is 
also a person of overall sensitivity 
who will notice first the front 
of the building, as well as the 
entryway through which he or she 
walks. The landscape is an integral 
part of attracting customers and 
encouraging them to bring others the 
next time they come to visit. 

“The look of the place is cmcial 
to our public face, encouraging 
people to stop, enter the doors, and 
buy,” says our Gardens and Grounds 
Coordinator, Sheila Wertheimer, 
Refurbishment of doors and 
interior entry space will be part of 
our total building enhancement 
program. Still, there is much that can 
be done immediately to ensure our 
entryway is inviting. Ms. Wertheimer 
has donated beautiful annuals for 
pots outside the door, and cares for 
the annuals and perennial flowers 
along our flagstone walkway to the 
main street. She also oversees 


watering, weeding, general garden 
layout, and maintenance. 

But as any of us who garden 
know, weeds pop up overnight, 
thirsty hanging baskets look sad, and 
litter on the best kept lawn, is not a 
welcoming sight. Ms. Wertheimer has 
only limited time for work at the LAA 
because she runs her own landscape 
business plus the volunteers that 
diligently maintain the gardens at the 
Florence Griswold museum. 

If our “public face” continues 
to attract our buyers we must all 
make a concerted effort to help! 

How can we help? In any of 
several ways: 

1. Donate an hour or two; 

Ms. Wertheimer announces garden 
clean-up days on Saturday mornings 
periodically throughout the year, 
when volunteer hands are urgently 
needed. No gardening experience 
necessary. Can you weed ? Rake? 
Wield the clippers or the string 
trimmers ? Can you water and “dead- 
head” flowers ? It’s fun, healthy 
exercise and so very important to the 
success of the LAA’s presentation to 
the public. 

2. Donate supplies: The LAA 


needs clippers, pruners, trowels, 
string trimmers, large watering cans, 
large hoses, a wheel barrow or two. 
Brand-new donations are a true gift 
but many of these items can also be 
snapped up cheaply at tag sales and 
donated. 

3. Donate funds: So you can’t 
give up Saturday mornings, and 
bending or clipping may not be your 
best line of work. Please donate 
funds for purchasing tools, plants, or 
even a few precious hours of paid 
help. 

4. Expand time you already 
donate: If you already volunteer to 
sit desk at the gallery, find a quiet 
moment while you are there to water 
annuals if they need it, or “dead- 
head” (clip off spent blossoms so the 
plant can utilize its energy creating 
more flowers instead of generating 
seeds). Such quiet moments can 
give back unexpected pleasure, and 

a bit of sunshine on your face. 

The next organized garden 
clean-up will be a Saturday in 
later October. Please watch for Ms. 
Wertheimer’s e-mails announcing 
garden clean-ups. Call Krissa at the 
LAA to join our gardening volunteers.
